Executive Mansion, Oct. 27, 1885.—For 
nearly eight m onths a large share of the 
time of the president has been devoted to

of applications for 
office 
and the determination of appointments. 
Much of the time thus spent has un­ 
doubtedly subserved the public good. Some 
of it has been sacrificed to the indulgence ol 
people in their natural insistance upon use­ 
less interviews, and some of it has been un­ 
justifiably wasted. The jjublic welfare and 
a due regard for the claims of those whose 
interests in the government are entirely dis­ 
connected with officehoiding iinjieratively 
demand th a t in the future the time of the 
president should be differently occupied, 
and 
he 
confidently 
expect* 
th a t 
all 
good citizens will acquiesce in the jiropriet v 
and reasonableness of the following plan, 
adopted to the end: 
After the first day of 
November the president wiil decline to 
grant interviews to those seeking public 
jjosition* or their advocates. On Mondays, 
Wednesdays

The flour mills af Minneapolis broke their 
record, turning out nearly 180,000 barrels 
of flour in one week. 
In its review, the 
Northwestern Miller says: 
Once more the mills have forged ahead 
of all 
previous 
work. 
They

an ou tpu t very little below the 30.000- 
barrel 
goal. 
This 
was 
accomplished, 
too. 
with 
one mill 
of 
medium 
si/.-- 
wholly idle. 
The flour production of the 
week was 177.8<>0 barrels—averaging 20,- 
633 barrels daily—against 171,108 barrels 
the jjreceding week and 146.000 barrels 
for the corresponding time in 1884. This 
isan actu algaino verth eh eav iest work done 
last, year of 25,000 barrels for the six days, 
and to a large extent is attributed t o t h e 
rajjidity with which new wheat may be 
ground. 
As more of the new crop is used, 
the greater seems the capacity of the mills. 
New wheat is gradually going into large or 
exclusive use, and as millers become ac­ 
quainted with it they are more favorable 
in their expressions. 
For the current w eek 
two mills with a combined capacity of 1,300 
barrels have been cut off—one fro rn da in age 
by fire and the other Tor repairs—so th a t 
an even twenty is the number left in opera­ 
tion. They are uniformly doing heavy 
work, but it is more than likely th a t the 
outjjut will fall off somewhat. Millers have 
begun to talk about shutting down, and 
say th a t will be the only course left for 
them to take, especially if freights are ad­ 
vanced at the close of navigation, as is 
usual. They claim th a t they are now not 
more th an clearing themselves, and th a t 
flour must either go up or wheat go down 
before there can !>*■ any incentive to keep 
their mills in operation.

Th** D akota railway commission met at 
Fargo, and prepared a long letter for Sena­ 
to r Cullom, a* chairm an of the senate com­ 
mittee on inter state commerce.

It will be paid for out of the 
proceeds of the sale of city bonds bear­ 
ing six per cent interest, so that the an­ 
nual interest on the cost of the bridge 
will be only $142 50. 
The construction

of the structure.

And de­ 
cidedly the best and earliest Wray to dc 
this planting is to do it as soon as 
{ticking is over. 
H ave the ground pre­ 
pared and m arked off with a line, 
sticking in a bit of twig or weed-stem 
a b ou t as long as a lead pencil to mark 
the place for the hills (this for neat 
and exact garden culture.) 
Then on 
the first, cloudy d ay, in J u ly —d on ’t 
w ait for August—tak e a basin or 
shallow kettle and a pair of scissors 
to the hearing b«*d and runnels enough 
will be found th a t have escaped nip­ 
ping. 
Scissor off these mid retain the 
joint bearing an incipient leaf and in­ 
cipient roots. 
I >*ave attached an inch 
or so of the runner and cut off its ***- 
tension beyond t he joint. Throw t lie'*3 
in to the w ater as prepared, and when 
a number are collected take them to 
the new bed. where it the ground is 
light and m ellow, they can lie plant**d 
as fnst as they eau be picked up, by 
merely pushing th** stum p of runnel 
h orizontally into th** soil am i closing 
this com p actly against the young is- 
sueing ro o ts.

T h istre a t- 
m ent alw ays results in a severe snoek 
to the anim al's nerves and frequently 
produces death. 
A wild anim al will 
not jiermit itself to be handled like a 
d om esticated anim al.

the danger of overcom ing it by rough 
m easures; and still this is the on ly w ay 
that it can he dosed.

Commissioner Column has wisely 
(adopted a new method for the dis- 
•i ribut ion of seeds from his department. 
Formerly these have been divided 
among congressmen pro rate, with no 
regard to the different sections of the 
country represented, or whether the 
seeds could be successfully cultivated 
or not. 
By tlie new arrangement the 
seeds will be distributed in accordance 
with a prepared statement, which 
shows at a glance what seeds can be 
successfully cultivated in the various 
states. So by this mode no seeds will 
be sent to any state which for climatic 
reasons would prove a failure. 


The Supreme Court of the United 
States now in session at Washington, 
finds itself confronted by a docket 
which it cannot hope to dispose of in­ 
side of three years. By great exer- 
t ions’the court jia s lieen able to make 
a- slight gain of late in its business, but 
it is only a slight and perhaps only a 
temporary one. What re needed is 
some relief for the court in the shape 
of further barriers bet ween it and the 
lower courts. The enlargement of the 
court itself is not generally approved 
by lawyers, and if that method of re­ 
lief is not upon the whole advisable, 
it is of great importance that a re­ 
form be made in the machinery of ap­ 
peal.

The following has been promulgated by 
the president for the information of the pub­ 
lic: 
Executive Mansion, Oct. 27, 1885.—For 
nearly eight months a large share of the 
tim of the president has been devoted to 
the hearing 
of applications for 
office 
and the determ ination of appointm ents. 
Much of the time thus spent has un­ 
doubtedly subserved the public good. Some 
of it has been sacrificed to the indulgence ol 
people in their natural insistance upon use­ 
less interviews, and some of it has been un­ 
justifiably wasted. The public welfare and 
a due regard for the claims of those whose 
interests in the government are entirely dis­ 
connected with officeholding imperatively 
demand that in the future the time of the 
president should be differently occupied, 
and 
he 
confidently 
expect# 
that 
all 
good citizens will acquiesce in the propriety 
and rea*onableness of the following plan, 
adopted to the end: 
After the first day of 
November the president will decline to 
grant interviews to those seeking public 
positions or their advocates. On Mondays, 
Wednesdays 
and 
Fridays, 
during that 
month from 10 to 11 o'clock in the morn­ 
ing. he will receive such other persons as 
call on strictly public business, and on the 
same days at 1:30 in the afternoon he will 
meet those who merely desire to pay their 
respects. 
0u all other days andtim esdur- 
ing that m onth he will receive cabinet offi­ 
cers and heads of departm ents. 


E u o n u o u s O u t p u t o f M i n n e a p o l i s F l o u r ­ 
i n g Mills. 


The flour mills at Minneapolis broke their 
record, turning out nearly 180,000 barrels 
of flour in one week. 
In its review, the 
Northwestern Miller says: 
Once more the mills have forged ahead 
of all 
previous 
work. 
They 
touched 
an output very little below the 3 0 .000- 
barrel 
goal. 
This 
was 
accomplished, 
too, 
with 
one mill 
of 
medium 
size 
wholly idle. 
The (lour production of the 
week was 177,800 barrels—averaging 29.- 
633 barrels daily —against 171,108 barrels 
the preceding week and 146,000 barrels 
for the corresponding time in 188 1. This 
is an actual gain over the heaviest work done 
last year of 25,000 barrels for the six days, 
and to a large extent i* attributed to the 
rapidity with which new wheat may bo 
ground. 
As more of the new crop is used, 
the greater seems the capacity of the mills. 
New wheat is gradually going into large or 
exclusive use, and as millers become a c ­ 
quainted with it they are more favorable 
in their expressions. 
For the current week 
two mills with a combined capacity of 1,300 
barrels have been cut of!—one from damage 
by fire and the other for repair# so that 
an even twenty is the number left in opera­ 
tion. They are uniformly doing 
heavy 
work, but it is more than likely that the 
output will fall off som ewhat. 
Millers have 
l>egun to talk about shutting down, and 
say that will be the only course left for 
them to take, especially if freights are ad­ 
vanced at the close of navigation, as is 
usual. Tl ?y claim th at they are now not 
more than clearing themselves, and that 
flour m ust either go up or wheat go down 
before there can be any incentive to keep 
their mills in operation.

and heads of departments.'' 


Bishop Wh ipple 
of Faribault 
was in tl c city yesterday. 
Speak­ 
ing of h i recent visit to Washing­ 
ton, iie said he visited President 
Cleveland and Secretary of the In­ 
terior Lamar, and sought to in­ 
terest 
them 
in 
the Indians of 
Northern Minnesota. 
The latter 
were represented to be in destitute 
circumstances and their sufferings 
the coming winter as imminent 
in the extreme unless government 
aid was extended to them at once. 
Bishop Whipple represented that 
their condition was due largely to 
the high water, which flooded their 
rice 
fields and thus caused the 
crops to be a failure, and likewise 
prevented their 
annual crop of 
fish. 
The high water was due to 
the construction 
of the govern­ 
ment reservoirs. 
The dams caused 
the back water to flood all the 
adjacent territory. 
This slate of 
affairs existed among the Indians 
of Leech lake, 
Winnebagoshish 
and Cass lake, and, being due to 
governmental interferance with a 
natural water way, the government 
was in duty bound to idemnily the 
Indians for their actual losses by 
reason ot such improvement. 
He 
said that the late At torney General 
Davens, at 
the request of .\Iaj. 
Allen had given a legal opinion on 
the subject 
of damages to the 
Indians by reason of the overflow 
before the work of constructing 
the 
reservoirs 
was 
commenced. 
The opinion was to the effect that 
there could be no question but that 
the government was responsible, 
and should repay the Indians for 
all the losses sustained by reason 
of the system. 
Bishop Whipple 
expressed the hope that congress 
would appropriate money for the 
suffering Indians early in its ses­ 
sion, as the subject would engage 
the attention of the members if 
letters, petitions and personal sol­ 
icitation would 
accomplish that 
result, 
He spoke 
of President 
Cleveland’s apparent interest, in the 
subject and believes that Secretary 
Lamar was also deeply in earnest, 
and from their interest and aid he 
hoped much good would result to 
the needy red men of Minnesota.

Jan. 20 was our first conversation about 
the murder. 
We were at a dance, had 
plenty of liquor and I was quite full. 
On our way home, he asked how much

Snell sold and how' much 
money he had in the house. 1 answered 
from $000 to $900. 
He wanted to know 
if it could be got. 
I said it was not in 
sight, and he replied he would go in and 
kill the folks so as to get it if it could 
not he go otherwise. 
He 
said “ Use 
chloroform,” and kept talking about it, 
The man Miller referred to was 
Rutherford, and he details a con­ 
versation 
had with him on the 
same day of the month. 
He then 
says. 
After 1 was ready to go to bed Ruther­ 
ford came down and wanted to know if 
1 was ready to do that. I told him no 
that after I had had a talk with Mrs. 
Snell and I didn’t feel like doing any 
such a thing. 
I told him it was not 
right. 
Well, he said it must be done 
and must be done that night. 
1 told 
him if he wanted to, do it. 
I said. “ I 
won’t 1 will hilcli up the team and he 
ready to gq.” he said “ All right.” 
He 
told me to give lnm the ax and he would 
do it. He took the ax and I fixed a 
false mustache on him so they would not 
recognize him. 
He went into the house 
and did the murder while I was hitching 
up. 
When the murder was done we got 
the team ready and drov* to the door 
and tied it, 1 w ent into the house and 
we got the money and divided it up. 
1 
gave him an even $100 I had $155, and 1 
got what clothes I wanted to take with 
me. 
We locked up the house and left. 
We went to his house and stopped there 
a few’ minutes and talked, and bid each 
other good by. 
He told me where to go. 
He wanted me to go to South America 
and when I got there to write him and 
lie would tell me how the thing was. 
Now 1 feel that it is right that he should 
suffer with me. 
That is all I have to 
sav.

contemplated. 
11 is re m a r k s were very 
pointed aud were well received, and 
in substance were as follows: 
“ Ladies and gentlemen: 
As most of 
you arc aware, I am no public speaker. 
>Ve have assembled here to-night to cel- ! 
ebratc the completion of a bridge to con­ 
nect the Third ward with the business 
portion of our ambitious city. 
The first 
plan of this character was suggested 
some two years ago, when a drawing 
was made of an earth road or fill, with 
a stone culvert, between Kindred and 
Kingwood streets, which we found on 
inquiry would cost, on a grade of one 
foot in twenty, $3,100; and on a grade of 
one foot in fifteen, $2,600. 
Finally, 
when w e considered the matter over, we 
came to the conclusion that a bridge on 
a level from 
Kindred to 
Kingwood 
streets was what was needed, and that is 
what we liave here to show you to-night. 
1 consider this bridge a benefit lo the en­ 
tire city of Brainerd. 
In the first place, 
when the railroad company build a fence 
around their grounds, which I under­ 
stand is contemplated, without a bridge 
we would have no outlet, except by way 
of the cemetery, which would be a great 
inconvenience to the public. 
In the sec­ 
ond place the proposed dam, when con­ 
structed act ess the Mississippi river, it 
is thought will place three or four feet 
of water in the ravine, then a bridge 
would certainly be a public necessity. 
How 
many times have your wives, 
daughters and children had to cross 
over to tow n through the railroad yards, 
endangering tlieir lives amoDg moving 
engines and cars. 
This bridge is safe 
and convenient. 
It reminds me much of 
the old picture many of you have seen, 
entitled “ From Shore to Shore.” 
It only 
needs the water which will come when 
the dam is built to make the resemblance 
complete. 
This bridge, my friends, is 
one of the many improvements in the 
city of Brainerd that we are all proud 
of; and the members of the city council, 
la m satisfied, will feel by this demon­ 
stration to-night that their labors have 
not been wasted. 
They have been the 
means, as representatives of the w ill and 
resources of the people, of making this 
fine improvement, which will save all of 
you many Jong and weary steps in your 
daily avocations. 
This bridge costs the 
city $2,375 completed. 
I do not think 
you can regret the expense when you 
consider the benefits to be derived by 
the city. 
It will tie paid for out of the 
proceeds of the sale of city bonds bear­ 
ing six per cent interest, so that the an­ 
nual interest on the cost of the bridge 
will be only $142 50. 
The construction 
of this bridge has been under considera­ 
tion a long time, but was brought to the 
notice of the council on the evening of 
Sept. 21st. 
The contract was let to F. 
A. B. King on the 28th of Sept., and now 
we are here celebrating the completion 
of the structure. 
The committee that 
has represented the interests of the city 
In the building of the bridge lias done 
its duty well. 
I will refer to another 
matter of much importance to the city, 
and will state that from the $-5,000 in city 
bonds issued for fire equipments, we 
have two good hose houses, three hose 
carts, one liook and ladder wagon all 
equipped, 2,000 feet of good rubber hose 
which cost the city wonc dollar per foot, 
and our firemen have their uniforms. 
1 
feel that this money has been well ex­ 
pended. 
We have our water works in 
good running order, and our fire equip­ 
ments in good shape. 
The fire depart­ 
ment is thoroughly organized, prompt in 
response to fire alarms and efficient w hen 
at work. 
I thank you all, ladies and 
gentleman, for your attention, and I w ill 
now give place to others who can do the 
subject more justice than myself.” 
Then followed remarks by Alderman 
Percy, H. C. Stivers and ex-Alderman 
Tbos. Watts. 
The speech making was 
enlivened by remarks from .Jimmie Casey, 
and although Mr. Casey had entirely 
different views from the balance of the 
speakers, he received the most hearty ap­ 
plause. 
Jimmie is a character in him­ 
self. 
Geo. Hastings band was in a t­ 
tendance, and after the exercises at the 
bridge were concluded, the crowd fell in 
behind the music and proceeded to the 
business part of East Biainerd w here re­ 
freshments awaited, and which the boys 
seemed to relish fully as well as aoy part 
of the programme, 
This new bridge is surely a great con­ 
venience to the public as it enables them 
to go from one part of the city to the 
other without experiencing 
any more 
fatigue Ilian 
is incurred in walking 
along the principal streets, the advan­ 
tage pertaining to teams even more than 
pedestrians, for it was impossible here­ 
tofore to carry a full load up and down 
the sandr hill on cither side.

m ost p o pu lar city in the Cnion are to o 
num erous to be overlooked. 
A m an 
wortli 81 0.000,000 is of im portance, 
it only on account of bis wealth, in 
Cincinnati.

advantages, will do little or nothing 
tor men in New York. 
I know t h a t 
this statem en t will not be accept­ 
ed, because it is tin* general im pres­ 
sion t h a t w ealth opens the doors to 
society in New York: still such is not 
th e fa c t. There are hundreds of mill­ 
ionaires along the avenues who live 
magnificently and spend enorm ous in­ 
comes, yet whom nobody knows or 
cares to know.

in one of the papers here. T here were 
hundreds of names, occupying consid­ 
erably m ore th a n a colum n an d a half, 
a n d it is no exaggeration to say th a t 
fully five-sixths of them were entirely 
strange to the ears of New Yorkers. 


Straw berries From Runners 


New Y ork Tribune. 
After three y e ars’ trial I find th a t 
the best way to grow h an dsom e and 
superior straw berries is to p la n t a 
new bed every year o r two. And de­ 
cidedly the best and earliest way to d c 
this planting is to do it as soon as 
picking is over. 
H ave the ground pre­ 
pared and m arked off with a line, 
sticking in a b it of twig o r weed-stem 
a b o u t as long as a lead pencil to m ark 
the place for the hills (this for neat 
a n d exact garden culture.) 
Then on 
th e first cloudy day. in Ju ly —d o n ’t 
w ait for August—ta k e a basin or 
shallow kettle an d a p a ir of scissors 
to the bearing lied an d runnel s enough 
will be found t h a t have escaped nip­ 
ping. 
Scissor off these and retain th* 
joint bearing an incipient leaf a n d in­ 
cipient roots. 
Leu vent tached ail inch 
o r so of the runner and cut off its ex­ 
tension beyondtlit*joint. T hrow t liese 
in to the w ater as prepared, an d when 
a num ber are collected ta k e them to 
the new bed. where ii the ground i- 
light an d mellow, they can be planted 
as fast as they can be picked up, by 
merely pushing tin* stu m p of runner 
horizontally into the soil an d closing 
this com pactly against tin* young is- 
sueing ro o ts. 
Such 
cuttings grow 
m ore readily th a n p lants with roots 
and leaves of some length, becausetli€ 
ro o ts are not in t Vie least harm ed, and 
because then* i' so little leaf surf act 
vet exposed. 
Still, it is best to plant 
in dam p, cloudy weather, an d during 
the first week, or lin tilth e y o u n g ro o ts 
have gone down to c o n sta n t moisture. 
be applied a t the least 
ign of flagging. 
It t hey begin to wilt 
under the beam s of the sum m er sun 
p o u r w ater a ro u n d them no m atter 
what tim e of d ay it is. 
T he gain ir 
econom y of work an d in strength o 
plan ts for good next Ju n e 's produce 
by this mode, is very great.

V isitors to the Zoological Garden 
during th e last week have been struck 
w ith the general a ir of debility am ong 
m o st of the anim als. 
Nearly all of 
them either moved a b o u t listlessly or 
else m oped in corners an d refused to 
m ove a t all. The chimpanzee kept 
her blanket tightly draw n aro u n d her 
shoulders all through the week, and no 
d a in ty could te m p t her to leave her 
favorite corner. 
Even the m onkeys 
were less clam orous for favors and the 
to o th so m e p ean u t palled on their usu­ 
ally insatiable appetite. T he larger 
anim als, and especially th e carnivora, 
suffered even m ore th a n the little a n i­ 
mals. 
The lions and leopards stopped 
their ceaseless prom enade an d lay all 
d a y long with their noses between their 
paw s watching events through their 
half-open 
eyelids. 
Superintendent 
Brown explained this s ta te of a p a th y 
am ong the anim als. 
“ T here 
has been 
m ore sickness 
I am ong th e anim als during the p a s t 
week th a n a t an y tim e in the history 
of the 
garden,” 
he said. 
C o n tra ­ 
ry to th e 
rule, 
there 
w as very

no effect on ano th er. 
But, even if you 
know w h at to give it, the next an d 
m ost serion> question arises, ‘How 
shall I adm inister t be nn-dieim*?’ 
“T he greatest difficulty, of course, is 
met with in giving medicine to the 
larger anim als. T he process is alw ays 
a tte n d ed with danger, an d in m an y 
instances t he pat ient dies either from 
fright or shock to its nervous system . 
In order to adm in ister a dose of medi­ 
cine to a wild beast it is necessary to 
bind it down with rojres. a n d w hen it 
is firmly secured drench it in th e way 
practiced in dosing horses. 'P h is tre a t­ 
m ent alw ays results in a severe a nock 
to th e anim al's nerves and frequently 
produces d eath. 
A wild anim al will 
not permit itself to be handled like a 
dom esticated anim al. 
It will alw ays 
lash itself into a fury, an d m this lies 
the danger of overcoming it by rough 
measures; and still th is is th e o n ly way 
th a t it can be dosed. 
“Their sense of ta ste is s o perfectly 
developed th a t they can detect an y 
foreign substance on the instant an d 
w ill refuse to touch their food. 
Of 
course, it i' often necessary to th ro w 
anim als for the purpose of cutting 
their c la w s o r paring their hoofs o r 
m aking any surgical o peration, b u t 
we alw a y s em ploy a great deal of care 
in securing the anim al. 
“ Recently we h ad occasion to throw 
a zebra, an d it to ok seven men to ac­ 
complish it, w ithout injury to the an i­ 
mal. 
A full-grown camel can kick its 
h a rd as a whole tra in of governm ent 
mules. 
M any anim als we c a n 't h a n ­ 
dle a t all. 
F o r instance, you c a n ’t 
lasso a p o lar bear, as bis neck an d 
ankles are larger th a n his head or 
feet, a n d the rope would n a tu ra lly 
slip off as fast as you could slip it on. 
The elephant is th e h a rd e st b east to 
throw , b u t it is less subject to nervous 
shock th a n th e o th e r wild anim als.”

Th e Inventor o fu Noted F ir e -E x tin g u is h d 
u P a u p er. 
Recently the alm shouse h a s num 
bered am ong its inm ates a n old, gray 
headed m an, of a b o u t 08 years of age, 
appearently in the last stages of chron­ 
ic alcoholism, a n d presenting in every 
respect th e appearance of complete 
physical, if not m ental, decrepitude. 
Yet, if th e sto ry told by th e aged pau 
per bo true, be h as in tim es p a st oc­ 
cupied 
a f a r different position, his 
nam e being fam iliar th ro u g h o u t the 
length an d b re a th of the United S tates 
as t h a t of the inventor of the B a b ­ 
cock fire-extinguisher. T o a n inter­ 
viewer who visited him a t the alm s 
house he gave a sketch of bis life his­ 
to ry , beginning with his b irth a t R och­ 
ester, N. Y., in 1817, from which place, 
a t the age of 5, he removed with his 
p a re n ts to M ount Vernon, Iowa, and 
later to Mansfield in the sam e state. 
At the age of 21 he grad u ated from 
th e P en nsy lv an ia University' of Med­ 
icine, b u t did n o t practice, entering in­ 
stead into the mercantile business, a t 
first in p artn ersh ip with his father a t 
Indianapolis, 
Ind., 
later 
on 
his 
own 
account 
in 
D ayton, 
O. 
He 
was 
very 
successful 
for 
eight 
years, bu t in 3 854 his good fortune 
deserted him, and ufter suffering a 
num ber of reverses he w ent into liquid­ 
atio n . 
G oingto New York, he w eured 
a position as a d ry goods elerk and 
rem ained there two years, during whi< h 
tim e he m arried. 
Going ba< k to In­ 
dianapolis, he purchased with his s a v ­ 
ings an interest in his fa th e r’s bii'i- 
ness, a n d for six years was quite suc­ 
cessful. A tth e e n d o f this tim e reverse* 
again assailed him and he retired from 
business with h u t $2,000, 
While in Indianapolis, however, in 
1860, he had p aten ted th e fire extin­ 
guisher, which grew o u t of his exper­ 
im ents in chem istry, lor which he a l­ 
ways had a taste, an d after hie failure 
he endeavored to do som ething in the 
way of disposing of it, while acting as 
traveling agent for som«* Cincinnati 
to bacco and liquor firm, b u t rnet a t 
first with but po o r success. 
However, 
a b o u t a year later, he leased the right 
to m a n u fa c tu rea n d wll t heextingnish- 
er to P eab od y A Co., of Chicago, for 
five years a t $5,000 a year, and im­ 
m ediately thereafter cam e to 8an 
Francisco. 
He ran the old Buckeye 
hotel, on M arket street, for a while, 
practicing medicine also, b ut, being 
burned o u t, removed first to O ak­ 
land a n d afterw ard 
to P e ta lum a 
where he kept a store for a w bile, finally 
failing. 
He retrieved himself by suc- 
cewsfully speculating in M onterey lands 
with his a n nu ity , and a b o u t this tim e 
lost his wife, whk h bereavem ent irn- 
n n d ia te ly preceded th<* firs? step of 
his do w n w ard career, since it led him 
to try am! drow n hi - 'Orrows, in drink. 
H aving once entered upon th e p a th of 
vice, he pursued it to th e end. spend­ 
ing the proceeds of his annuities in 
drink. 
Before entering upon th'* dow n­ 
w ard course, however, with th e m o n ­ 
ey derived from his land speculations 
he purchased farm s in Yamhill coun ty , 
Oregon, for hi* daughter and each of 
his three sons, where, he believes, they 
are all now living in prosperous cir­ 
cum stances, though sham e h as pre­ 
vented him from applying to them of 
late for assistance. 
Ho w as first sent 
to th e alm shouse three years ago, re­ 
maining for six m onths, an d being 
again sent out in July of la st year. 
Between times he has wanderer! a b o u t 
th e country, an d the w riter rem embers 
seeing him in 1883, wandering a b o u t 
th e streets of S a n ta Rosa, S o no m a 
county, in th e lowest stages of d ru n k ­ 
en paiiperi'in. iii* nriv*t for vagrancy, 
etc., being a n-gular weekly occureru-e 
for som e m o n th s.—San Francisco Gall.

Mr. H all has h ad tw en­ 
ty y e a rs’ experience w ith the roughs 
an d cow boys of th e border, a n d has 
established a re p u ta tio n as a nervy, 
fearless m an, who never sh ra n k from 
the perform ance of his d uty, n o m a t­ 
ter the odds o r the dangers t h a t con­ 
fronted him. 
In certain of the bo rder 
tow ns he has acquired th e sob riqu et of 
“Red H all,” the mere m ention of th e 
title creating a deadly h a tre d a n d 
wholesome fear in the m inds a n d 
h ea rts of every rustler a n d horse thief 
who dreads arrest. He has been a de­ 
tective for sixteen years, a n d in t h a t 
tim e was never know n to shirk his 
d u ty .
